To the School Board and Citizens of the Milan School District: 
FOREWORD 


Your School Board recommends that the sum of $85,458.79 
be raised and appropriated for the support of schools. This amount 
represents a budget increase of $6,178.42. In addition, the School 
Board is requesting guidance about future transportation. If the 
voters approve, an additional $3,000 is requested. This item is 
explained later in the report. 


WARRANT 


The District will act on two warrants. One calls for ballot 
voting for school officials at the town meeting. The other is for 
district affairs. This warrant contains articles that deserve spe- 
cial comment. 


Article 4. The district will be allocated about $750 this school 
year to carry out instructional programs as provided under 
Public Law 89-10, Title I. No local funds are required but a 
budget supplement is requested. 


Article 5. During the 1968-69 school year Milan will prob- 
ably be allocated about $750 under Pubic Law 89-10, Title I. 
This amount will be provided by federal funds and is carried 
in the Budget under Item 235. Instruction—Contracted Service 
—under Article Four and Five our summer school program can 
be carried out as recommended by the Advising Committee. 


Article 6. This article is explained under section entitled 
Transportation. 
Article 7 and 8. Relates to our Arrears Tuition account. A 
summary of this account is explained under section entitled 
Tuition Account.

TRANSPORTATION 


From time to time citizens have expressed a desire to con- 
sider district ownership of vehicles and operation of pupil trans- 
portation. Implementation of this type of change requires long 
range planning. Our present contract expires in 1970. 


If it is the wish of the District to own school vehicles we 
would suggest and recommend the following: 


1. Station wagon type of transportation, if needed, be handl- 
ed on a private bid basis for three year periods. 

2. Purchase of large busses be thought of in six year plans. 

3. Consider capital reserve and notes for funding of vehicles. 
Dummer, Shelburne and Randolph use this method. 
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4, Initial capital outlay will be $15,000.00. This figured on 

the high side to reflect higher costs at a later date. 
5. Use the following schedule if implementation will be in 

September, 1970. 
March, 1968 request $3,000.00 for capital reserve

E. March, 1971-76 use surplus and capital reserve to 
build up repurchase fund in 1976 

The school districts of Dummer, Shelburne and Randolph use 
capital reserve as a legal means of setting aside funds for bus 
purchase. The last bus purchased by each of the above districts 
required no borrowing of money. 

Your School Board and Superintendent recommend that if 
the District desires to own and operate busses that the above plan, 
or a similar one be used to implement the program. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUNDS 


Laws governing School Distrcit Capital Reserve Funds are 
summarized as follows: 

1. Placing money in or taking money out of a capital re- 
serve requires a vote of the District. 

2. A capital reserve fund, if established, must be for a spe- 
cific purpose. 

3. Capital reseve funds are held in custody by the Trustees 
of Trust Funds of the town. 


TAX ESTIMATE 


If all items in the 1968-69 Budget and the 1967-68 Supple- 
mentary Budget are approved, the local tax is estimated to be 
$58,233.79. The following computations are used at arriving at this 
amount and also to show the tax for the present year.

TITLE I PROJECT: SUMMER REMEDIAL INSTRUCTION 


Last summer, from July 3 through August 11, thirty eligible 
children from grades one through six received remedial instruc- 
tion in reading and arithmetic at the Edward Fenn Elementary 
School. Three school districts cooperated to carry out the project. 
The school districts involved were: Dummer, Gorham and Milan. 

Two of the students were from Dummer, six from Milan, and 
twenty-two came from Gorham. Of the thirty children partici- 
pating, twelve were from private schools and eighteen from pub- 
lic schools. 

The teaching staff consisted of a teacher-director who taught 
reading, an arithmetic teacher, an art teacher, and two teacher- 
aides. Each child received an hour of instuction daily in reading, 
arithmetic, and art. At the end of the program, a progress report 
for each child was sent to his school. '

HEAD START — 1967 


Supervisory Union No. 20 sponsored two Head Start centers, 
one in Milan and one in Gorham. The program included diagnos- 
tic, remedial and developmental efforts, including health, social 
and psychological services. These efforts have been implemented 
through visual and aural tests, dental examinations: prophylaxis, 
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fluoridation, and follow-up treatment; tuberculin tests, and com- 
plete physical examinations with necessary follow-up medical 
treatment. Workshops for parents were an integral part of the 
program. 

The staff included one director-teacher, one full-time teacher, 
two aides, a nurse and volunteer workers. Contract services were 
rendered by Berlin dentists, a physician, a psychiatrist and a psy- 
chologist. 

Combined Head Start enrollment in Milan and Gorham to- 
talled 32.

Heaf testing was done on 89 school children and personnel, 
130 Immunizations were given to pre-school and school children, 
6 children attended the Crippled Children’s Clinics in Berlin, and 
4 children attended the Pediatric-Cardiology Clinics in Lancaster. 


Health services become a matter for community concern 
when an individual cannot cope without them, and yet they are 
beyond his reach. Health care services are primarily directed 
toward keeping individuals functional as long as possible. To 
achieve this, the goal for each community must be: “The right 
service, for the right patient, in the right place, at the right time, 
and at the right cost.” Hence, the community must move into ac- 
tion when the services and facilities for its citizens are inadequate 
or unavailable. 


The way to get started is—to START. Four initial steps will 
be useful: 


1. Assess your needs and resources. 


2. Seek the support of, and involve local professional per- 
sons, particularly the physicians in your planning. — 


3. Develop a tentative plan for action which is the right size 
for your community—one which provides short and long- 
term goals and priorities. 


4, Put plan into action, involving local citizesn. 
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I urge you, as a community, to move into action, so that all 
of your citizens will have within their reach, facilities to enable 
them to recapture, retain or improve degrees of usefulness—to 
themselves, to their family and to their community. 


I extend my gratitude to the Citizens of Milan for their co- 
operation during the past year.
